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Response to Amendment 

In view of the new rejection under 37 CFR 1. 196(b) advanced by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences filed on 3-17-2003, PROSECUTION IS HEREBY 
REOPENED. The new rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the following 
two options: 

(1) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply under 37 
CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) request reinstatement of the appeal. 

If reinstatement of the appeal is requested, such request must be accompanied by a 
supplemental appeal brief, but no new amendments, affidavits (37 CFR 1.130, 1.131 or 1.132) or 
other evidence are permitted. See 37 CFR 1 .193(b)(2). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of tbs title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
havmg ordmary skill m the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
maimer m which the invention was made. 

Claims 18-23 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nagle. As explained in the decision by the Board on 3-17-2003, Nagle fairly suggests all aspects 
of the above claims since the instant claims are product-by-process claims and are properly 
defined by the resulting product rather than the recited process steps. Applicant has not yet 
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presented any showing in proper affidavit or declarative form, demonstrating that the recited 
process steps impart any material difference to the resultant product. Such a showing would 
overcome the instant rejections. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 26 is allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed on 5-12-2003 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. As stated above, applicant's arguments that Nagle does not teach the instantly recited 
process steps are not sufficient to overcome the instant rejections advanced by the Board of 
Patent Appeals and Interferences because the applicant has not yet presented any evidence in 
proper form, that the recited process steps materially affect the resultant product.
